bursitis in his shoulder. 


But apparently he

from the least painful and mo- 
tion-impeding form of the ail- 
ment, because his doctors said 
his condition — diagnosed Tues- 
day — is "bursitis without cal- 
cium " 


Bursae are cavities filled with 


fluid and located between sur- 
faces that glide over each other 
in various parts of the body, 
such as the shoulder, the knee 
and other joints. Their normal 
function is to prevent friction. 


The condition known as "bur- 


sitis" can develop when these 
sac-like areas are injured or 
become infected. 


Disabling Effects 


In some cases, chalky de- 


wsits of calcium can get into 
he injured or infected bursae, 
and these may cause disabling 
effects, at least for a time, un- 
less they are eliminated by var- 
ious treatments.

er. Each of the four primary 
contenders reportedly had found 
his colleagues reluctant to com- 
mit themselves without knowing 
where Alfonsi stood.

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Now What in Viet Nam? 


Now that the elections are over it is 


likely that there will be a new stepping-up 
of the war in Viet Nam by the American 
forces unless there have been any 
significant peace overtures from the north. 
Secretary of Defense McNamara said at the 
press conference he held with President 
Johnson at the LBJ ranch in Texas just 
before the election that he did not expect 
any great increase in either bombing raids 
or American troop strength in Viet Nam. 
But he quite reasonably refused to give out 
any figures. 
And his was an obvious 


campaign pitch. 


Recent events in Viet Nam and the 


exposure of some that have been going on 
for years emphasize the major problem for 
the United States; how to win the war 
when we are doing the overwhelming 
majority of the fighting while we still do 
not have overall authority in South Viet 
Nam? 


The 
estimates 
of 
corruption 
and 


profiteering as reported by a team of 
Associated Press reporters put the diver- 
sion of our military and economic aid to 
South Viet Nam as high as 40 per cent in 
some areas. Those who benefit have been 
both Americans, civilian and military, and 
South Vietnamese. The Viet Cong has also 
come in for some of the loot. Meanwhile 
the backlog in undelivered supplies to the 
war effort continues to clog the harbors. 
Neither American nor Vietnamese efforts 
to halt the graft have yet been noticeably 
effective. 


Corruption of course is a way of life in 


much of Asia. This is not to say that 
Americans are better people than Asians 
but the long years of oppressive and 
aristocratic regimes in much of Asia has 
meant that government — any government 
— is considered fair game by the ordinary 
people. Despite President Johnson's glow- 
ing words in Maiola about Asian traditions 
of equality and democracy, examples are 
few and hard to find even today. The 
Philippines,- probably more widely exposed 
to honest representative government than 
most Asian countries, is currently exper- 
iencing serious pilfering and corruption as 
well as a resurgence of strength among the 
Communist Huks. 


It is virtually impossible to eradicate 


profiteering under any conditions but 
especially during a war. The needs and 
therefore the 
profits 
are great, the 


opportunities are many and while war may 


bring out the best in some- men, it brings 
out the worst in others. Every war we have 
been in has had its examples of graft. 


But the situation in South Viet Nam 


appears to be far more serious than others 
in our history. And part of the trouble of 
course is the divided command which 
always means that responsibility can be 
tossed back and forth. 


Our lack of authority in 'South Viet 


Nam has meant some other serious 
problems. Premier Ky has been having 
cabinet trouble which stems in part from 
the regional allegiances which are still so 
important to the Vietnamese. Although Ky 
has been successful so far in remaining hi 
control, there are certainly other Vietnam- 
ese who would like his position and his 
power either to further the war effort or 
for personal reasons. It is difficult for 
Americans to know whether demotions, 
transfers and firings by Ky of military 
officers and other high ranking officials 
are to increase his government's efficiency 
or his own position of power. Nor can he 
be blamed if the latter is true since his 
status is a tenuous one. But it does not 
help win the war or give the American 
troops as much assistance as possible. 


There are conflicts too among the 


various troops fighting the war. Reportedly 
Australian units refuse to be sent into 
battle next to South Vietnamese units 
because they do not trust them. The recent 
incident in 
which 
South 
Vietnamese 


armored personnel carriers, supplied by 
the United States, were used to crack an 
American recreation club wall and in 
which 
South 
Vietnamese 
fired 
upon 


Americans is hardly conducive to improv- 
ed relations. We do not know to what 
extent the South Vietnamese are coming to 
look upon the American forces as they did 
the French, as a colonial, occupational 
power. 


The United States is in a quandary. To 


wage the war most efficiently, we should 
be in full control in South Viet Nam. But 
this would destroy even any lip service to 
the idea that South Viet Nam is a 
sovereign nation. And it 
would 
put 


Americans in the difficult position of 
conscripting the reluctant Vietnamese, 
whose desertion records are astronomical.

problem with an attitude that some laws 
must be provided. 


The effort for the Dodd Bill in the last 


Congress ran into the tough constitutional 
question of the right of Americans to keep 
arms. There was also a lot of nonsense, like 
warnings that the government 
would 


compile a list of weapons' owners for quick 
use when the forces of evil would seize 
control on Washington. In fact, the Dodd 
Bill would only have tried to tighten up on 
the sale of weapons through the mails. 


The Minutemen organization on Long 


Island, police found, had armed itself with 
semi-automatic rifles, machine guns, mor- 
tars, bazookas, and a million rounds of 
ammunition. Certainly, there will be no 
claims that this is what is meant by the 
right of an American to have a rifle to 
protect his home or to shoot a deer. 


Weapons of the type discovered on 


Long Island must be kept out of the hands 
of extremist groups of whatever their 
stripe and out of the hands of hoodlums. 
The nation's lawmaMng process is fine 
enough to find a solution without again 
getting sidetracked on an argument ore? 
side issues. 


Mr. LaFollette and the Future 


If the secretary of the state attorney 


general at Madison keeps a scrapbook of 
news clippings for her employer, she is 
likely to be a busy young woman in 
succeeding weeks and months. For Attor- 
ney General Bronson LaFollette as a result 
of the decisive expression of the electorate 
last week is the only Democrat of state- 
wide importance in the state who has 
recent validation of acceptance by his 
constituency. 


Starting in January Mr. LaFollette's 


role will be a lonely but prominent one in 
the capitol, as the only ranking officer 
there to wear the label of the Democratic 
Party. We can remember no parallel 
situation in the recent history of Wisconsin 
politics. While it may be doubtful, as our 
Madison commentator has observed, that 
he would have survived the Republican 
breezes of last week if he had borne 
another name in the fight, the considera- 
tion is essentially irrelevant. He won and 
his superiors in the party lost. Hence, he is 
surely a man to be watched as his party 
rebuilds and prepares to fight another day.

but relevant obviously to future and higher 
office ambitions. 


This is not to indict his performance, 


which the people have endorsed by a 
respectable margin of votes. But it is to 
suggest that Mr. LaFollette may appear 
increasingly to the attentive public as a 
man who is in too great a hurry.

Yet the prospect is for an 


amicable, understanding and 
effective 
legislative-executive 


liaison. Knowles has been more

regard, 


perhaps, because of h's own 
expert understanding of the 
legislative mind and personal- 
ity, after nearly 20 years HI 
the legislative branch. His own 
character, moreover, is ad- 
mirably suited to problems of 
negotiation and the give and 
take in political decision mak- 
ing. 


In the Senate Knowles has 


tne affectionate regard of the 
most important of the Repub- 
lican seniors, not the least of 
whom is his own brother. Sen. 
Robert Knowles, who will be 
returned 
to 
the 
rank of 


majority leader. In the As- 
sembly the prospective lineup 
of 
leadership 
aspirants 
is 


equally encouraging from the 
executive office point of view. 


But more important than 


any of these considerations is 
the pragmatic proof of his 
stature as the chief party 
leader and its most effective 
stumper that was provided in 
the election returns. Rank and 
file 
legislative Republicans 


know better than most that 
their return 
to legislative 


majority, narrow as it was, 
would not have come without 
the decisive vote-getting power 
of the head of their ticket 
This is the most effective coin 
in political exchange.

Pornography Really 
Substitute for Sex

Where the fighters against 


pornography go wrong is in 
their first assumption: that 
pornography is somehow an 
incitement to sexuality. On the 
contrary, it is a substitute for 
sexuality.

If they better understood the 


nature of sexual repression, 
they would not make this 
mistake. The Peeping Tom 
and the exhibitionist, for in- 
stance, 
do not 
use 
their 


perversities as a prelude to 
sex; 
instead, looking and 


showing are what sex means 
for them. They are simply 
under-sexed. 


There can be no dialog 


between the moralists who 
fight against pornography and 
the people (like myself) who 
think censorship is more dan- 
gerous than dirt, unt'J we can 
agree on the meaning and the 
influence of pornography. The 
"crusaders for decency" need 
more study groups and fewer 
mass meetings. 


As Ronald Bryden writes, in 


the current 
issue of that 


perceptive 
Catholic journal, 


"The Critic," in a sense, 
"nearly all art is a kind of 
pornography — a recognition 
of the unofficial and private, 
the individual as opposed to 
the general case, the whole 
truth as against the part of it 
which may be publicly admit- 
ted." 


Art 
permits 
us 
to 
kill 


vicariously and legally, which 
accounts in large part for the 
popularity of a James Bond, 
who symbolizes our hidden 


desires to kill and copulate 
without fear of punishment. 


But the so-cali?d "normal" 


person, whatever tnat means, 
is offended or quickly bored by 
flagrant pornography — for it 
appeals to only one strand in 
his personality, and is not 
integrated into his total view 
of himself and society. 


The abnormal person, on the 


other hand, is obsessed with 
pornography, not because it 
promotes or stimulates his 
sexual needs, but because it 
satisfies them. Fantasy is his 
be-all and end-all; he rarely, if 
ever, goes from the dreaming 
to the doing. Indeed, it is his 
inability for the latter that 
makes the former so impor- 
tant and necessary to him. 


A certain amount of pornog- 


raphy is essential for the 
orderly workings of society, in 
much the same way that a 
certain amount of exposure to 
physical dirt is essential to the 
health of the human organism. 
A person utterly protected 
from dirt in the early years 
would die from the slightest 
septic contamination when he 
was older. 


The 
way 
to raise our 


standards is not to try to root 
out 
pornography - 
which 


cannot be done — but to 
encourage the reading (and 
the writing) of literary works 
that give us greater self- 
understanding. Much of Shake- 
speare is "dirty," but without 
the dirt he would offer us a 
falsified picture of the human 
animal The art to aim for is 
that which tells as much of the 
whole truth as possible - not 
just the dirty part, but not just 
the clean part, either.

It occurred at the site of 
the temporary drain installed 
after removal of the gall blad- 
der to clear away -any danger- 
ous fluid as the incision healed. 


The protrusion had enlarged

U.S. Again Will 
Fight U.N. Seat 
For Red China 


Membership Bids 
Defeated Yearly by 
Parliamentarranism

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ever 


since 1950, the year the Korean 
war began and the Red Chinese 
got involved, the United States 
has been opposing U.N. mem- 
bership for the Chinese Commu- 
nists. 


That was 16 years ago and 


ever since, by various parlia- 
mentary devices, the United 
States has succeeded in keeping 
Red China out. Now, once again 
this year, the try will be made. 


The 121-mem'|J U.N. General 


Assembly is supposed to start 
debating Friday. 


In the early 1950s the main 


American argument was Red 
China's intrusion into the Kore- 
an War. Now it focuses on Pe- 
king's involvement, in various 
ways, in the war in Viet Nam. 


In the late 1950s and early 


1960s, as the memory of Korea 
receded a bit, if either the Re- 
publican or Democratic admin- 
istrations of those years had 
thought the time had come to 
admit Red China, it would have 
been politically unpopular. 


Chance of Change 


Now the war in Viet Nam has 


abolished any chance of change 
in the American government's 
attitude. 


In the early 1950s, when the 


UN. membership was much 
smaller, this country had no 
great problem in getting a good- 
sized majority to block U.N. 
membership for the Chinese 
Reds 


Later, as the membership in- 


creased. the American majority 
decreased and reached its low 
point in 1960. In the early years 
the United States had success- 
fully 
opposed even debating 


UN. membership for the Red 
Chinese. 


But by 1961 it tried a new de- 


vice which it has been using in 
one way or another since. This 
was to ask the assembly to con- 
sider admission of Fed China as 
an "important matter." 


Only a simple majority was 


needed to name the problem of 
Red Chinese membership an 
"important matter." 


Important Matter 


But once there was such a 


majority vote, then there would 
have to be debate on this "im- 
portant matter" of admitting 
Red China. Then, when debate 
ended and the assembly voted 
on letting in Red China, a two- 
thirds' vote would be needed on 
this "important matter."

Wisconsin's Health 
Radiation Protection Board 
Begins Second X-Ray Check

During the early part of 


October the Radiation Protect- 
ion Division of the State Board 
of Health began its second 
round of inspections of dental x-- 
ray units. The first round ended 
in January when technicians 
finished the job of checking 
every dental x-ray machine in 
use in Wisconsin. 


Public health aspects of radi- 


ation installations were given 
recognition by the 1963 session 
of the Wisconsin Legislature 
when it passed the Radiation 
Protection Act. Included in that 
act is the statement that "the 
public policy of this state is to 
encourage constructive uses of 
radiation and to prohibit and 
prevent exposure to ionizing 
radiation in amounts which are 
or may be detrimental 
to 


health." A radiation protection 
code, authorized by the act, was 
drawn up and became effective 
in February, 1966. The act also 
requires that radiation installa- 
tions are to be registered and 
licensed by the State Board of 
Health. 


Even before the legislative 


measure was passed, the State 
Board of Health had set up a 
radiation protection division. In 
1963, 
after 
the 
Legisilature 


(adopted the act. this division set 
out on the task of checking 
medical and dental x-ray units. 
Dental x-ray unite are the most 
numerous sources of ionizing 
radiation in the state. A current 
inventory shows that there are 
2,202 units operated in 1,873 
dental offices. 


In the first cycle of inspec- 


tions the primary purpose was 
to check the x-ray equipment to 
determine if the units complied 
with the requirements of the 
new code. For example, the 
beam of the x-ray unit was 
measured and, if necessary, its 
size was limited to give the 
dentist the picture he needed for 
diagnostic 
purposes 
without 


submitting the patient to unnec- 
essary radiation The techni- 
cians who made the inspections 
made the necessary corrections 
at the time of inspection. This 
served the double purpose of 
assuring immediate patient pro- 
tection from unnecessary radia- 
tion and also eliminated the 
necessity of a follow-up call to 
assure that corrections had 
been properly made. 


The current cycle of inspec- 


tions are providing benefits in 
addition to rechecking the oper- 
ation of the units. Dentists and 
their staffs are the persons 
most subject to exposure to

Joblessness Pay Designer Retiring 


Paul Raushenbush Recalls Tough 
Fight for First Program in Nation

. MADISON (AP) - Despite • 
depression that made thousands 
jobless and relief a way of Itfe, 
the effort to establish unemploy- 
ment compensation in Wiscon- 
sin—and the nation — was no 
pushover. 


"Times were tough, we were 


in a severe depression and there 
was interest in immediate re- 
lief of some kind, not long- 
range help." recals Paul A. 
Raushenbush, the veteran di- 
rector of Wisconsin's pioneering 
jobless payment program. 


Raushenbush was 
on the 


scene and behind the scenes 
when Wisconsin created the pro- 
gram—first in the nation. He 
has guided it ever since. After 
three decades, he is new near 
ing retirement later this year. 


The Wisconsin law. passed i 


the early 1930s, became the pa 
tern for the federal imemploy 
ment compensation program 
and other states' efforts. 


Business Fearful 


But Raushenbush remembers 


"the business community wa 
not responsive because it fearec 
adding more burdens to its a] 
ready heavy load." And, h 
added, the American Federation 
of Labor's National organization 
was against the idea also. 


"But two major state forces 


were for it, farm organization 
and the Wisconsin AFL," says 
Raushenbush. 


Farm interests provided sup- 


port because they saw .passage 
contributing to lower tax cost; 
tfirough lower1 public relief out 
lays, and they envisioned tha 
putting money into the hands, o: 
the jobless would help sell gro- 
ceries: 


Unemployment compensation 


was first proposed in the Wis- 
consin Legislature as early as 
1921. A decade later the effort 
had picked up steam. The first 
successful bill was sponsored by 
University of Wisconsin Prof. 
Harold M. Groves, then an as- 
semblyman. 


Enacted 1932 


The late Philip F. La Follette 


was 'governor when the pioneer- 
ing act was signed into law Jan. 
28. 1932. 
: Raushenbush. now 67 and pre- 
paring to leave his post in De- 
cember, helped write the prece- 
dent-setting legislation and went 
on 
to head the 
program. 


Through the years he has been 
influential in writing similar 
laws for other states. 


He was a recent University of 


Wisconsin graduate when La 
Follette, then head of the old 


,.,P/o?ressive Party, called on 


""' Raushenbush to lead the fledg- 


ling Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Division. 


He was tapped to succeed 


Edwin M. Witte, who was the 
first director but served only a 
few weeks; Raushenbush was on 
the job when the first contribu- 
tions to the fund were due July 
1, 1934. 


Social Security Act 


Witte, a UW economics pro- 


fessor, had gone on to head 
President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt's Committee on Economic 
Security. This was the step 
that led to the National Social 
Security Act. Raushenbush's 
background made him a promi- 
nent figure in drafting that act, 
too, in 1934. 


Raushenbush believes that the 


future will see many changes_in 
the unemployment compensation 
program, noting that social leg- 
islation is not the kind to re- 
main static. 


And he feels that the best 


way to make changes is through 
the machinery Wisconsin has 
employed since the act's incep- 
tion. 
This involves the continuing 


advisory committee that recom- 
mends alterations. The commit- 
tee represents both management 
and labor and through the years 
has been able to come up con- 
sistently with proposals that 
generally win favor.

I've got the defender beat or 
not If he's not with me then I 
know I can get down." 


Since Hayes has been clocked 


at 91 for the 100-yard dash, it's 


safe to say that in a football uni- 
form he can cover that 12 yards 
in about 1.5 seconds. But he 
hadn't been able to do that in 
the four previous weeks because 
the defense had taken his speed 
away. 


"Most teams were putting a 


Linebacker on me," Hayes ex- 
plained.

Charles Evers 
First Negro 


Boss in South 


Area of Moderate 
Only One Where 
Voting Right Used 


BY ROWLAND EVANS AND 
ROBERT NOVAK 


WASHINGTON — A Jughly 


significant though almost totally 
overlooked result of the Nov. 8 
election in the South was the 
emergence of Charles Evers as 
THE political power in south- 
west Mississippi. 


Novak 
Evans 


Evers is known nationally as 


the brother of the martyred 
Medgar Evers, the NAACPs 
staff director in Mississippi and 
a responsible civil rights leader. 
But more important, he is now 
the New Smith's first Negro 
political boss. 


He showed that Nov. 8 


Republican Rep. Prentiss Walk- 
er carried only four of 82 
counties in the state — one of 
them his home county. The 
other three were in Evers' 
southwest Mississippi satrapy, 


and Walker carried them only 
because Evers' Negro vote. 


What makes this so remark- 


able is its uniqueness. Only in 
Evers' fiefdom did Deep South 
Negro voters fully utilize the 
1955 federal voting rights act. 
Moreover, it is of major signifi- 
cance that Evers, an advocate 
of bi-racial moderation, suc- 
ceeded whereas prophets of 
Black Power failed. 


While Stokely Carmichael was 


preaching Black Power, Evers 
all year 
long was quietly 


building Negro majorities in 
three 
southwestern 
counties 


along the Mississippi River. 
More important, Evers began 
secret plans to swing this vote 
to Republican Walker (while 
publicly disclaiming any prefer- 
ence in the Senate race). 


Jim Crow Symbol 


His choice of Walker was 


most decidedly not the lesser of 
two evils. He knew Walker, a 
rustic racist elected to Congress 
in the Goldwater sweep of 1964, 
was as much a white suprema- 
cist as Eastland and had the 
support of the fanatical White 
Knights, offshoot of the Ku Klux 
Klan. Yet, Evers reasoned, 
Eastland was so important a 
national symbol of Jim Crow 
that a challenge to him, even 
from a hard line racist, should 
be backed. 


That put Evers on a collision 


course with his arch enemies 
inside Mississippi's civil rights 
movement:

Following their self- 
defeabng theory of Black Sep- 
aratism, MFDP was running a 
Negro, the Rev. Clifton Whitley 
as an independent Senate candi- 
date. 


The evidence of Evers' politi- 


cal control on Nov. 8 was 
spectacular. Not only did Walk- 
er carry the three predominant- 
ly Negro counties, but Negro 
Whitley ran a poor third. In 
Jefferson County, for example, 
the count was Walker, 1,683; 
Eastland, 1,013, and Whitley, 69. 


Decisive Vote 


In Jefferson County, Evers 


also managed the election of 
Robert Lee Williams to the 
school board — the state's first 
elected Negro official since 
Reconstruction. Still more im- 
pressive was the election of an 
Evers-backed white candidate in 
a three-man race for a chan- 
cery court judgeship represent- 
ing a four-county area, proving 
that the Negro vote could be 
decisive. 
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Nowhere else in Mississippi 


was a Negro elected. In other 
heavily Negro areas, ineffective 
leadership wasted the new Ne- 
gro vote. In Madison County, 
for instance, the big Negro Tourism 
registration was purposelessly 
divided b e t w e e n Eastland 
(2,629), Whitley (1,174), and 
Walker (952). 


Alabama was even worse. The 


Negro vote not only was scat- 
tered among three candidates 
for governor but was disappoint- 
ingly small. Fear of white 
retaliation might have inhibited 
some Negro voters, but a bigger 
reason was divided leadership 
and none of the organizational 
skills shown by Evers. 


Black Panther 


Indeed, 
the 
antithesis to 


Evers' pragamatism was Lown- 
des County in Alabama's black 
belt, home base for Car- 
michel's Black Power move- 
ment. There, a plurality of 


Negro voters was squandered as 
white segregationist candidates 
on the Democratic ticket de- 
feated the ail-Negro slate of 
SNCC Black Panther Party. The 
Black Panthers were defeated 
by Negro voters, not all of them 
Uncle Toms, who rejected black 
racism. 


Thus, Lownes County, Ala- 


bama, is nowhere near the bi- 
racial government that Evers 
has in mind looking toward 1967 
elections in southwest Mississi- 
ppi His obstacles are many: 
stubborn segregationist politics 
by state leaders of both parties 
and an expected effort 
to 


gerrymander counties along ra- 
cial lines. Nevertheless, his 
impressive exercise in political 
leadership this year is a fore- 
taste of the future in Deep 
South politics.

MADISON — Gov. Warren P. Knowles, pre- 


paring for a second term as chief executive of 
the state, has put the high spending state 
government on notice that it will be expected 
to live within the revenues of present state 
tax laws for the next two years. 


"I don't expect a new tax program," 


Knowles said flatly as he met reporters in a 
formal news conference for the first time 
since his decisive re-election on Nov. 8 with 
the largest victory margin of any Wisconsin 
governor in 14 years. 


In a cheerful and wide-ranging discussion 


with statehouse correspondents, the 58-year-old 
veteran of the Republican political wars also 
disclosed: 


— He expects to suggest some important 


revisions in the newlv written state laws for 
water pollution control when the Legislature 
reconvenes in January, including the provision 
for a three-man co.itrol board to replace the 
single directorship plan the last Legislature 
insisted upon. 


— He will renew pressure for stronger 


highway safety laws and has called a con- 
ference of expert advisors next Tuesday to 
develop a series of legislative bills that will 
be submitted to the lawmakers as a first order 
of business after the turn of the year. 


— He will name special counsel to pursue 


a claim of the state department of adminis- 
tration that Attorney General Bronson La- 
Follette, the lone Democratic state office sur- 
vivor in the elections, improperly accepted 
compensation from the national government 
for a trip to India while also collecting his 
state office salary. 


— He has turned aside suggestions that he 


may be interested in a U. S. Senate candidacy 
two years hence, and said that such men as 
Wilbur Renk, former Senate candidate, Reps. 
Laird, Byrnes and Thomson of Wisconsin 
"and numbers of members of the state Legis- 
lature" would be suitable nominees against 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson iif 1968. 


No 1968 Preference 


— He would decline to name a preference 


for the 1968 Republican presidential nomina- 
tion, but suggested that Gov. Romney of 
Michigan, Gov. Rockefeller of New York, 
Richard Nixon, and Sen.-Eleot Mark Hatfield 
of Oregon, among others, would be acceptable 
to the party. 


— He will urge a "draft;' if necessary, of 


GOP State Chairman Ody Fish, his 1964 cam- 
paign manager, as head of the Republican Par- 
ty organization when Fish's term expires in 
the spring. 


— Ke expects the Legislature to repeal the 


state's anti-margarine laws, but he will not 
initiate such action,.and he intends to bave no 


involvement in the struggle about leadership 
selection in the state Legislature which has 
been returned to Republican control for its 
1967 session. 


Obviously in high spirits, Knowles appeared 


more willing to take on reporters' questions 
than during other occasions during his guber- 
natorial service. 


There has been speculation that the com- 


bination of a Knowles victory margin and a 
Republican Legislature will bring about exten- 
sion of sales taxation, as the demand for bud- 
get increases from state agencies show no 
signs of slowing. 


But Knowles was firm. 
He intends to make every effort to keep 


state spending for the next two years within 
the capacity of the present revenue structure, 
he said, and believes it will be possible be- 
cause of the generous increases in tax income 
reflecting the prosperity of the state. 


Wisconsin's economic expansion was at the 


rate of 12 per cent in the last three months, 
one of the highest gains in the country, he 
noted. Unemployment is virtually nonexistent, 
and there currently are 28,000 unfilled jobs in 
the state, he went on. If that trend continues, 
he announced, "it will be entirely possible to 
operate the existing revenues, without new or 
extended taxes," he concluded.

He said he will name members 
oi: the regional advisory boards for five major 
drainage districts of the state to assist in the 
administration of the anti-pollution program 
within a week. 


Reporters asked for his reaction to the 


election, and Knowles said he won a popular 
endorsement because "the public had the im- 
pression that I'm working in the best interests 
of the people of the state." 


Later he thanked the communications media 


for conveying his ideas and his program to 
the people and for making him widely known. 


"I'm a practical man," he explained. "I'm 


aware that people tend to vote for the man 
they know."
